Pre<iQaina 

A village near Postojna (9 km) in the valley of the 
Lokva river which vanishes beneath a 123 m-high cliff 
into limestone caverns to appear again as the source of 
the Vipava. Relics of human habitation from the 
neolithic to the early medieval age have been 
discovered in the cavema. 

Predjamski castle (grad) was built in 1570 by the 
Kobencl family (coat-of-arms and date on the facade) 
into a diff in front of the entrance to a cave. The castle 
is now a museum exhibiting ardiaeological finds, 
ancient weapons, family portraits, and in the chapel a 
large Pieta c. 1420. In the cave are the remains of an 
earlier castle built in the late 13th century. It was 
owned by the Lueger family, of which a knight by the 
name of Erasmus was descended. In 1483 G. Ravbar, 
lord of Trieste, laid siege, hoping to overcome Erasmus 
by attrition; the besieged, however, obtained provisions 
through a seaet passage. Erasmus was eventually slain, 
but only because of treachery in the late spring of 1484. 
The ®dt from the secret passage is about twenty metres 
from the diff.
